years. 


Employers’ Liability Act. 

Now let me mention the decision of the 
Court of Appeals of this state last year which 
overthrew the employers’ liability statute 
passed by our legislature the year before. 
The rule of the common law is that the law 
casts upon all employés the necessary or in- 
herent risks of the work or business in which 
they are employed. Some opinions of judges 
clumsily say that the employé assumes 
these risks. He does no such thing. He is 


casts such riske upon him. 

“This statute changed the common law 
rule in eight enumerated ‘ especially danger- 
ous’ employments and enacted that the said 
risks should be tz ken off of the employé and 
put upon the employer. The legislature 
thought it had a perfect right to do this and 
was so advised by the ablest advisers, 

It is pitiful to see such decisions in this 
country. Every civilized government in thd 
world outside of this country has an efiploy- 
ers’ lability act, also embracing provisions 
tor the taxation of businesses in which work- 
men are employed to raise a fund for the 
payment of such damages for deaths and in- 
juries by accidents.” 


2 Power U by Courts. 

In conclusion Gaynor tells how the 
courts of England came to see after awhile 
that the indirect and extreme construction

Their distress was ignored and state after 
state reconstructed its election laws to give 
the voter a chance to vote. It was a very 
simple primer problem in political honesty, 
but some persuasion was ‘required before 
politicians would solve * to the benefit of 
‘the electorate. 8 

Gradually the tricks of gangs at the polls 
were eliminated. Occasionally in some sec- 
tions even now dead men are voted, dishon- 
pt combina- 
tions of election judges and clerks, and 
frauds practiced, but this is the exception. 


It is not possible now to block a line so 


‘that respectable voters cannot get into the 
polling place. Thugs are not allowed to 
intimidate voters. It is not easy to stuff 
ballot boxes. Most of the ingenious tricks 
and strong arm methods have been diseard- : 
ed. They will not work. 

There remained, however, the primary, 
the caucus, and the convention, and not 
much attention was given to them by the 
average man. He accepted what he found 
on the ballot election day and did not inquire 
how it came to be there. All the methods 
which had been barred by reform election 
laws worked successfully in making nomi- 
nations. 

It was only a little over eight years ago in 
Illinois when, in the contest for the Repub- 
lican nomination for governor, caucuses’ . 
were being ‘called in mid-winter on scant 
notice and all known tricks were being em- 
ployed to prevent the voter from having 
anything to say in the selection of delegates 
to the state convention.

ICHOLAS DE GIERS, who was in the 
latter part of 1910 promoted from the 
post of Russian minister at Brussels 
to that of ambassador of the czar at 
Vienna, has now been transferred 
from Vienna to. Constantinople, in order to 
try to répair the mistakes of Tchariboff, who 
has been reutloved with such dramatic sud- 
dennen and Mrtually disgraced for having.

Nicholas de Gers, the new ambassador to 
Constantinople, is 57 years of age, and has 
beet in turn stationed at Berne, Berlin, and 
Paris as secretary of legation. From the 
French capital, where he spent no less than 
fifteen years, and where he was regarded 
as one of the principal factors in bringing 
about the Franco-Russian alliance, he was 
promoted some six or seven years ago to 
the post of minister at Brussels.

This woman suffrage movement is a world 
wide one. The steam roller is nothing in its 
destructive power as compared with having the 
world im its onward progress roll over you. 
Formerly governmental control Was exercised 
only by the aristocratic and the warrior classes, 
Then the middle class was given the franchise, 
and it introduced into government the questions 
of commerce and business.

“Then the working classes got their rights 
and they introduced the wage problem and other 
industrial questions. Now it is woman's turn. 
and when given the ballot she will introduce 
questions that affect the family and the home, 
“When voting began it was chiefly a question 
of deciding on going to war, and then there was 
a reason for woman, with her weaker constitu- 
‘tion, keeping in the ‘background. Now, only a 
few men go to war. If going to war is to be a 
test of the franchise, then men over 60 years 
ought to de disfraénchised.

or boiling water. Salt and pepper to taste. 

“Take two spring chickens and clean nice- 
ly and cut into pieces at the joints. eason 
well with salt and pepper. Put two ble- 
spoons of butter into a stewpan and when it 
melts add the chickens. 
for a good five minutes. Have ready three 
large onions sliced. Add these to the chickens 
and let them brown. 

Add two tablespoons of flour; let this brown. 
Then add half a dozen large fresh tomatoes 
nicely sliced and let these brown. Cook very 
slowly, allowing the mixture to simply simmer. 
and
